But the American manufacturer.- 
say no! We tvant a law to keep them 
out of here.

The Bible declares sin U the trarw- 
gresson of the law. Janies *ays, ‘‘Lust 
when it is conceived bringeth forth 
sin ^*nd sin when it is hill grown 
bringeth forth death.” But what could 
the apostle have meant when he sa|d, 
The law* came in besides that sin I 
might be increased.” Does he mean 
that the law increases sin bv crefit- 
ng it. 
God forbid! Neither the law 
nor the gospel are any more respon­ 
sible for the introduction aud extent 
of sin than medical science is i^- 
sponsibLe for disease; and just as 
medical science seeks to diagnose aud 
destroy disease, the gospel seeks to 
dualize and destroy sin. 
Neither the law nor the gospel .-ame 
to increase ain, but to give man a 
larger conscious noes of what consti­ 
tutes sin. I had not known coveting 
except the law had saki thou shalt 
not covet, ^aid the apostle. 
Sometimes we are asked. “Are we 
loosing our consciousness of sin?" No. 
Not altogether, but there are tines 
and prices when the conscience is 
seared and dull. There is a caille for 
this. 
The deceitfulness of sin

part an explanation. Sin is an awful 
thing. Oh, the subtle, hydra-headed 
monster that creeps into the life and 
home!

Life of Human Beings Prolonged and 
V the Ravages of Infectious Dis­ 
eases Checked. 


During the last 50 years preventive 
medicine has done far more to allevi­ 
ate suffering and to prolong life than 
the average man is aware. It is esti­ 
mated that during the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries 
the death 
rate throughout the civilized world 
ranged from 50 to perhaps 80 
per 
1,000. 
To-day in London, Berlin and 
New York the average lies between 
17 and 19. 
This great decrease in 
yearly mortality is due principally to 
protection from 
infectious 
diseases 
now’ afforded to children during the 
first five years of life. In New York 
city there has been a reduction since 
1873 of over 50 per cent, in the death 
rate of the infantile portion of the 
population. 
It is obvious 
that 
the 
probable lifetime has Increased coinci­ 
dently with the prevention of diseases 
to which children of tender years ars 
especially susceptible. 
Dr. Hermann 
M. Biggs of the New York city health 
department has estimated that “th# 
expectation of life at birth In this city 
In 1866 was only a little more than 
25 years, while in 1903, calculated on 
the death rate for that year, it had 
almost doubled, and 
equaled 
about 
forty-two years." 
Such statistics aa 
these are certainly striking commen­ 
taries on the advance and triumph 
of medical research; for It Is true be­ 
yond cavil that this progress has been 
dependent primarily upon the knowfe 
edge gained in the laboratories, the 
harvest of persistent investigation.—
